AMALYSIS. OF THE BATTLE 


Based Upon the Official News Re- 
ceived From Gen. White, Com- 
manding at Ladysmith. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—The reported Boer at- 
tack on the position at Glencoe was con- 
firmed early to-cay by official dispatches 
from Sir George Stewart White. 

It appears that during the night the Boer 
artillery occupied a hill commanding the 
British camp and began dropping shells at 
daybreak in the direction of the British 
forces. The latter, under Gen. Sir Wil- 
liam Penn Symons, promptly accepted the 
challenge, and moved to meet the invaders 
under cover of the British artillery, which 
appears to have been worked with such

VEIMPHIS. Tenn, Oct. 2.—The little vil- 
lavé of St. Anne, Miss., about 200 +miles 
from Memphis, has during the last two 
nights witnessed two shocking erimes, Tlie 
first was 2 massacre, the second the ‘work 
of vengeance, At St. Anne lives J. H. Gram- 
bell. an aged and highly respected: farmer. 
His family consisted of himsélf,, his wife, 
his daughter Sallie, 18 years old; Maud, 16 
years old; his son Haywood, 12 years o.d, 
and a baby boy 8 years old. Thursday morn- 
long before daylight, Mr. 
left his home with a load of cotton 
drove to Canton, 

Shortly after he left the sleeping family 
was awi:kened by a party of negroes, who, 
without a word of explanation, seized them, 
tied them tightly together with ropes and 
put them en the floor in the middie of one 
of the rooms of the Grambrell residence. 
Some of the murderers then took a huge 
feather mattress from cone of the beds, 
while others produced cans of oil. 

The ringleader told the terrified family 
that they were to be burned alive. The 
poor woman and the older boy fought des- 
perately while they were being tied. 
now begged for their lives and for the lives 
of the family, but the two daughters re- 
fused to ask aught of their captors, They 
died without a tremor, 

After the feather mattress was thorough- 
ly saturated with oil, it was fired. The 
thieves then ransacked the house and found 
under a hearth $186 in money. 

At first it was not thought that the fire 
was the work of an incendiary. Investiga- 
tion established the fact that the family 
had been murdered and the house fired. 
A posse was formed to seour the country. 
Before it left St. Anne it was discovered 
that Joe Leflore, a negro who lived in the 
neighborhood and only a mile from the 
Grambrell house, had disappeared. 

The posse stafted to find him. 

Barly last night Leflore was captured 
several miles from the scene of the mur- 
der. At first he vigorously denied any 
knowledge of the crime, but he Was un- 
able to explain why he had left the vicin- 
ity so suddenly. Finally he confeSsed that 
he and Bob and Anderson Smith, two other 
negroes, had committed the crime. Bob 
and Anderson Smith were captured and 
hrought to where Leflore was held by a 
mc). 

in the yard where the 
dence had stood Leflore 
stake and burned. One 
merciful bullet into his body. 
stood about in grim silence.while the flames 
crackled about his form and paid no heed 
to his screams. 

nderson Smith escaped from the mob 
while Joe Leflore was being burned and has 
not yet been captured. Bob Smith was 
tied to another sttke. Wood’ was piled 
about hom and a fire started. The negro 
loudly protested his innocence and after he 
had partly been burned the fire was raked 
away as some thought perhaps he could 
prove innocence.. Leflore had died accusing 
both.

ERDMAN ARBITRATION LAW TO 
BE ENFORCED 


AGAINST. THE ° RAILROADS. 


Prosecution Begun in Boston and a 
‘Movement Is About to Begin 
in St. Louis. 


The United States authorities have begun 
the enforcement of the Erdman arbitration 
law, which prohibits employers from black- 
listing discharged empi¢yes or in any way 
interfering with them securing positions 
with other firms or corporations, 

It ts intended especially to prevent a cus- 
tom which has heretofore been in vogue 
among the managements of various rail- 
roads, whereby a train man, dismissed 
from the service of one cotmpany, is unable 
to get employment with another. A sort 
of round robin, in the shape of a circular, 
notifying the superintendents that a cer- 
tain individua] should not be employed is 
promulgated.

It is further claimed 
that he refused to promote employes be- 
cause ghey were members of the union, and 
in other ways violated the provisions of 
the act. He will be tried on t. 3% in the 
United States District Court at Boston.

THE PRESIDENT PLEASED. 


Thinks the People of the West Are 
Hankering for Imperialism. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The President 
is mightily pleased with what he saw and 
heard during his trip West. He shows this 
plainly by his cheerful expression and his 
air of confidence. 

From an Administration standpoint Presi- 
dent McKinley’s tour was a political suc- 
cess of the most pronounced character. 

Administration men say the President 
found a practical unanimity in favor of his 
Phi.ippine policy, so far as*that policy has 
been permitted to become known, and that 
he feels sustained and strengthened by 
these public manifestations of approval. 

Members of the Administsyation say the 
manner ih which his speeches were re- 
ceived and the personal congratulations 
conveyed to the President by prominent 
men in every State visited are eonvincing 
evidenee that Mr. McKinley thas the peo- 
ple with him in his effort to crush out 
the rebellion in the Philippines and then to 
give to the residents of the islands, under 
legislation by Congress, the most liberal 
and Republican form of government for 
which they evince adaptation. 

That the developments attendant upon the 
President's tour will have their effect upon 
the formulation of his coming message to 
Congress is to be expected. His friends 
say that having sounded public sentiment 
in the Middle and Western States, and hav- 
ing found it overwhelmingly in favor of 
the permanent retention of the Philippines, 
and enthusiastically in support of his for- 
eign policy, he will be inclined to incor- 
porate some specific expansion statement 
in his message. 

In Administration circles there is growing 
belief that the next national campaign 
must be conducted upon the question of 
permanent expansion and the future foreign 
policy of the Government rather than upon 
finance.

SIMFIA, India, Oct. 20.—At to-day’s meet- 


ing of the Supreme Council of India CC. M. 
Rivaz said that the famine affected areas 
comprised 100,000 miles of British territory 
and 200,000 miles of the territory of native 
States, each section containing upward of 
15,000,000 of people. The situation in the 
central provinces, and particularly in Ber- 
ar, Guzerat, North Deccan. Southeast and 
CentralePunjab, Baroda, Ingore and Raj- 
putana, was distinctly grave. 

Mr. Rivaz said he thought the extreme 
limit of high prices, nowever, had already 
been reached and that the food supplies

TION AT ALL POINTS. 


The Present Tour Is Made Through the 
Free Silver and Heavily Demo- 
, cratic Counties of the 
Northwest.

DEFIANCE, O., Oct. 2.—John R. Mc- 
Lean, in introducing William J. Bryan to 
audiences, indorsed the Nebraskan for the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 1900. 

When Mr. McLean, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, and Mr. Bryan met Mr. 
McLean said: “I hope that you are well and 
have recovered from your cold.”’ 

“Tl am all right,” replied Mr. Bryan.

McLean.

AMERICAN PLAN ACCEPTED. 


Great Britain’s Representative Makes 
a Formal Cail at the State “ 
Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Mr. Tower, the 
British Charge here. called at the State 
Department to-day and handed to Secretary 
Hay a note formally accepting for his «ov- 
ernment the proposition for the temporary 
adjustment of the Alas'sin boundary line 
proposed by Secretary Hay in his note of 
yesterday. With that act the lonz expecied 
modus vivendi relative to the vexed pound- 
ary question went into effect. This result 
has been brought about through the dil- 
rect negotiation of Secre:acy Hay and Mr. 
Tower, after several failures in the past. 
The State Department is contident that it 
has conserved every American interest in 
the arrangement, without unjustly treating 
Canada. 

The divisional line on the West Pass, by 
which the Dalton trail is reached, is placed 
22% miles above Pyramid Harbor, which 
is regarded under the treaty as tidewater 
mark, so the Canadians are not allowed 
to reach any point on the Lynn Canal. 
Moreover, there is no permission given for 
a free port or even for the free transfer 
across American territory of Canadian 
goods except of miner’s belongings. These 
matters may figure’ later on when it comes 
to a permanent boundary line, but they 
are not touched upon in this modus. 

The modus vivendi follows the precedent 
established by Secretary Evarts in 1878 in 
agreeing upon a temporary boundary 
the Stikine ver in Alaska by an 

es. 
on the Chilkat River is 22% 
statute miles from the head of navigation 
on Chilkat inlet of Lynn Canal and on the 
Klehini River, 12 statute miles further in- 
land, and \hé whole valley of Porcupine 
Creeks is i ded in the American lines.

YOUNG’S ADVANCE GUARD SCAT-

ONLY GONE AMERICAN KILLED. 


Heavy Resistance Was Met at San Fer- 
nando, Where the Natives De- 
stroyed a Bridge. 


MANILA, Oct. 20.—Gen. Young’s advance 
guard of Gen. Lawton's column left Cabiao 
yesterday morning and entered San Isidro 
at half-past 1 o'clock. 

The American ioss was one killed and 
three wounded. The heaviest resistance 
met with was at San Fernando, where the 
enemy destroyed a bridge. 

Gen. Pio del Pilar arrived from San 
Miguel and personally commanded the 
Filipinos. He and the bulk of the enemy 
retreated up the river. 

One Spaniard and 15 insurgents were cap- 
tured. The loss of the enemy is not known.

DEFINE THEIR RIGHTS. 


Schurman’s Advice to Congress on the 
Philippine Question. 

NEW YORK, Oct. ®.—J. G. Schurman, 
president of Cornel! University, member of 
the Philippines Commission, said, in an in- 
terview: 

“The more one hears of the Philippine 
problem the less one will be disposed to 
think any solution proposed free from ob- 
jections. But some points of cardinal im- 
portance are beyond dispute. 

“Iinder the law of nations the United 
States has unimpeachabie sovereignty over 
the Phillppine Islands. 

“But one must not fail to make use of 
every means available for the attainment 
of the end in view. And, when we bear in 
mind that the Filipiros, since the signing 


of the treaty of peace, have been without 
political status or civil rights, it would 
seem both just and politic for Congress, to 
whom the treaty delegates the function, to 
declare authoritatively what rights and 
privileges the Filipinos are to enjoy. 

“My advice is this: Increase your mill- 
tary forces, but at the same time tell the 
pacific Filipinos what you are going to do 
with them, and, wae your grant will un- 
tne 


non-belligerents, it 
will also weaken among the  belligerents 
the power now exercised by Agulnaldo. 
This is Lincoln's border-state policy applied 
to the Philippines, where I beg you will 
note the dublous neutrals far outnumbered 
the belligerents.”’

Case Contradict Each Other.

HARD TO ASCERTAIN FACTS. 


TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE 


BEGUN FRIDAY. 


Many Eye-Witnesses to the Tragedy, 


but the Evidence Appears Con- 
fused as to Material 
Incidents. 


It would seem that the exact truth as to! 


Wheat happened at the corner of Natural 


Bridge road and Grand avenue on the a‘ter- 


noon of March 16 last, when Joan wl. Wil!- 
Jams, formerly a city detective, is alleecd 
to have slain Edward Kassebaum and Bud 
Pierce, can never be established. 

There were a jarge number of eye wit- 
nesees, but they do not agree as to the 
incidents of the tragedy. They d-ffer wide- 
ly in their statements. Some of them say 


that Williams fired five shots, others that 
he shot three times. Most of them agree 

that Williams emptied his revolver.- As a 
matter of fact, according to his couwsel, he 
did-nmot. The weapon was a gix-shooter 
and Williams’ lawyers claim to know that 
whe held two cartridges in reserve. 

The evidence has plainly established that 
Williams was shooting at. Fred Gastorf, 
Who stood behind a@ telegraph poie until 
Williams ceased firing, then came out and 
@hot once at him. Wijliams’ motive for 
Shooting at Gastorf wag not made clear by 
the State. In fact, neither side seems iv 
have a clear idea of any cause of enmity 
between Williams and Guastorf. 

The defense's theory appears to be that 
the crowd was assailing Williams, several 
men displaying revolvers, and that Gastort 
essayed to subdue Williams by drawing # 
fevoiver and presenting it at him; that 
Williams backed away and as Gasiorf 
eae his revolver at him Williams open- 
ed fire. 

So far, although it is claimed by the 
‘State’s witnesses that not more than five 
‘phots )were fired toward Gastorf and the 
crowd, six bullets sent in that direction 
have been accounted for—two that struck 

assebaum ,one that struck Bud Pierce 
two that lodged in the telegraph pole an 
One that Richard Beck swore struck him 
in the side. 

As is usual when a large number of per- 
sons, who see a series of exciting incidents 
in a very short space of time from different 
points of view, the witnesses stick to the 
variations of their statements with per- 
sistency. Neither of them is willing to ad- 
mit that he might be mistaken, and only 
one, a schoo! boy, has said anything about 
being frightened. 

Williams’ friends are confident he will be 
acquitted and neither he nor his counsel 
seem to be in the least doubt as to the 
result. 

The defendant and Attorney Gernez of 
counsel for him, were inthe courtroom be- 
fore 9 o'clock Friday morning. They seemed 
to be in good snirits and in hich feather 
over the apparent failure of the State to 
establish as strong a case Thursday as its 
attorneys honed. 

The defense opened its case Thursday aft- 
ernoon as Wis stared in late editions of the 
Post-Dispatch. The first witness was John 

. Muvray, formerly a conductor on a 
Bellefontaine car. He testified that Gas- 
torf drew his revolver and was trying to 
shoot Williams before the latter drew his 
revolver. He-.said that Williams fired only 
three shots. As was indicated by the

The United States Court of Appeals hand- 
ed down an opinion Friday supporting the 
decision of the lower court in the case of 
Rosa B. Jarmon against the Knights Tem- 
plar and the Masons’ Life Indemnity Co. 


The woman’s husband, John P. Jarmon, 
committed suicide in St. Louis a year ago. 
He was insane at the time. 

He was insured in the Knights Templar 
Society for $5000. The organization refused 
to pay the money to his widow, claiming 
that her husbane having killed himeeif 
his theirs had forfeited all rignt to it. 

Mrs. Jarmon brought suit in the Federal 
Court. 

The defense contended that the law of 
1885, which declared that suicide could not 
be made a defense by an insurance com- 
pany, was repealed in 1897, in so far as it 
pertained to benevolent societies. 

The court held that the law in force at 
the time Jarmon entered the society, was 
the one directly bearing on the case. It 
was further stated that in 1897 the General 
Assembly of Missouri re-enacted the laws 
on life insurance policies, returning $ub- 
stantially to the old statute. 

The court, reasoning from this point, ¢con- 
cludes that suicide, under the laws of Mis- 
souri, cannot be urged by an insurance 
company or other organization as refusal 
to pay on a policy, unless it can be shown 
that the individual at the time of subscrib- 
ing for the policy contemplated suicide, 

Ti is ordered that the full amount of 
the policy, $5000, be paid to the plaintiff, 
together with the assessments, aggregating 
$811, which her husband paid into the soci- 
ety.

Persistent and Flagrant Violations of 
Both the Newberry and the 
Downing Laws. 


Theaters which rely upon the sale of 
drinks to pay their expenses are being 
operated in 8t. Louts. 

They can be reached only through sa- 
loons and the purchase of drinks is one of 
the conditions on which patrons are per- 
mitted to see the show. At two of these 


piaets music is employed to draw a crowd. 
he third is advertised as a ‘“*Concert hall.”’ 

One of these places is at Sixth and Spruce 
streets, another on Seventh, a few doors 
south of Walnut street, and the other at 
Sixth and Market streets. 

Theaters wh-ch violated the Newberry 
and Downing laws were once closed by the 
police. Those now operating are doing so 
by virtue of licenses issued by. License 
Commissioner Kalbfell. They sell drinks 
under licenses issued by Excise Commis- 
sioner Higgins. They remain open Dy per- 
mission of the police. 

Excise Commissioner Higgins recently be- 
gan a crusade against music in saloons. 

Every afternoon and evening music is 
played at the front door of two of these 
saloons with theater attachments. The 
bands consist of a cornet, a trombone; a 
snare drum and a bass drum. -There is 
more noise than harmony, and the sound 
can be heard for blocks. 

The old method of running these theaters 
was to require patrons to buy a drink, the 
purchase entitling him to admission to the 
theater. This was in direct violation of 
the Newberry and Downing laws, which 
forbade the selling of drinks in a theater. 

Officials of the Police Department ac- 
knowledge that they do not know whether 
these three theaters are being operated in 
violation of the law. Excise Commissioner 
Higgins says he doesn’t know. License 
Commissioner Kalbfell says he. doesn't 
know. — 

Chief Campbell was asked Friday whether 
iggy theaters were complying with the 
aw. 

“I don't know a thing about them,” 
said. ‘“‘That is a matter that is in the 
hands of the License Commissioner, Mr. 
Kalbfeil. I presume they have obtained 
theater licenses in the regular way. This 
department has not yet received any com- 
plaint against them. If they have been 
requiring patrons to buy drinks they have 
been violating the law. I have received no 
complaint about these places. Of course, 
you Know people around those neighbor- 
hoods are pretty much of the same stripe. 
I will investigate these places at once.’’ 

Lieut. Johnson, in command of the Cen- 

tral District, said: “I do not know how 
those places are operating. I know they are 
open, but I have not received any com- 
plaint against them.”’ 
Excise Commissioner Higgins said: ‘‘Yes, 
I understand there is music at those sa- 
loons, but these church people asked me to 
Stop music only in the district between 
Twelfth and Twentieth streets and Wash- 
ington and Clark avenues. If these thea- 
ters depend on drinks for their income, or 
if drinks are sold in the theaters, they are 
violatin the law. I shall consult Chief 
Campbell about it at once,’’ 

License Commissioner Kalbfell sald: ‘‘The 
government of these places rests with the 
police. I do not know how they are run. 
‘When a petition for a theatrical license, 
signed by the required number of residents 
in the block, is handed to me I am legally 
bound to issue the license. Until I am no- 
tifled by the police that a place is being 
run in violation of the law I cannot re- 
voke a license.’’

Chancellor Hill of the Georgia State University is not the 
only man who holds that trusts, being “evoked naturally and 
inevitably from modern business conditions’ cannot be de- 
stroyed by legislation. All the trusts apologists hold that 
view. Because monopoly is, therefore it is right and im- 
pregnable. 

The abuses that resulted in the downfall of Feudalism had 
been “evoked naturally and inevitably” from medieval condi- 
tions. Yet those-abuses and the entire Feudal system fell 
when the time was ripe. 

All the abominations of child labor and the frightfully un- 
sanitary factory life of the early years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury were “evoked naturally ang inevitably” in the evolution 
of modern industrialism. Yet these things are passing away 
under the pressure of public opinion and wise legislation. 

It is “natural and inevitable” that wolves should prey upon 
sheep, as long as they are permitted to do so. A time comes, 
however, when it is just as natural and inevitable for the 
wolves to be stain and the sheep protected. 

The American people will never consent to be crushed, under 
the plea that monopoly and its accompanying tyranny are a 
natural growth and inevitable condition. They have been 
accustomed to lop off noxious growths and change unendurable 
conditions.

Park Has Been Renioved to Make 
, Room for the Ball Players.

Many persons interested in cycling and 
baseball and football were at Athletic Park 
Thursday afternoon watching the trans- 
formation of that place from a cyciing park 
to a football and baseball field. 

A crowd of laborers have been at work 
out there all week tearing up and remov- 
ing the big board cycle track, and Thurs- 
day night not a vestige of it remained. 

The removal of the board track and the 
leveling of the field for baseball and foot- 
ball purposes appears to indicate that while 
Some games may come and some may B09, 
of baseball and the win- 
ter pastime of football are destined to go 
on forever. : 

The removal of the cycling path and the 
transformation of Athletic Park from a 
cycle park to a baseball park marks a new 
era in the history of these grounds. In 
the sixtiés they were changed from a corn- 
field into a baseball park and the famous 
games between the St. Louis Unions and 
Empires were’ played on them. 

In 1875 they were used by the original St. 
Louis Browns, which then included such 
great players as Miller, Bradley, Dehlman, 
McGeary, Pearce, Foree. Houck, Cuthbert, 
Remsen and Chapman. In 1876, when the 
club went out of existence, the grounds 
were cut down and for four years they 
were used by the amateur clubs of St. 
Louis. In 1881 the Sportsman’s Park and 
Club, of which, Chris Von der Ahe was 
president, Was organized, and securing a 
lease on these grounds, enlarged them, and 
they were made the home of the St. Louis 
Browns, which team represented St. 
so long and well in the American Associa- 
tion. 


“We did well in here; had nothing but 
luck,’”’ said Chris Von der Ahe, who 
watched Thursday’s transformation scene, 
“‘but not satisfied. we moved and bad luck 
followed us. To me, at least, theSe grounds 
were always lucky, and I think they will 
prove lucky to any baseball team that oc-
